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PRINCIPAL’S / SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT
COUNCIL REPORT

Bowman Middle/High is a rural schoolwide Title I school serving grades 6-12, with
200 students in grades 6-8 and 238 students in grades 9-12. The school population
is 93.5 percent minority, with 89.9 percent receiving free/reduced lunch.

Approximately 101 students in grades 6-8 and 76 students in grades 9-12 are on
Academic Improvement Plans (AIP's), as required by the State Department of
Education for students performing below grade level in math and/or reading on the
Palmetto Achievement Challenge Test (PACT).

Scores on the spring 1999 PACT indicated that Bowman Middle/High students scored
below both state and district levels. The scores on the spring 2000 PACT indicated
an increase of 26.2 percent in language arts in grades 6-8 and 14.16 percent increase in
math in grades 6-8. In spite of the improvement, Bowman scored below both state and
district levels.

We continuously strive to improve the academic achievement of all students, to
increase parental participation and community involvement, and to provide a
student-centered learning environment. Through Title I, we have implemented many
programs including Accelerated Reader, Classroom in a Cart, SAT Stanford,
Cornerstone, Skillsbank 4, Star Reading, Geometric SketchPad, and Accelerated
Math. Computer labs assist with learning by providing students with access to
current technology. Parents are encouraged to become involved through quarterly
conferences, advisory councils, booster clubs and volunteer programs.  Students
participate in student advisory boards, service learning and character education
activities, as well as clubs and sports.

Fifty-two percent of our faculty have earned master’s degrees. A school resource
officer has been added to the staff. Last year, all seniors graduated with a high
school diploma and 78 percent enrolled in two or four year colleges.

Our belief is that all children at Bowman Middle/High can and will learn in an
effective and productive school with the support and cooperation of our parents
and our community.
